Long after everybody else in the country has made 
up his mind whom he thinks was wrong in the MacArthur- 
Truman affair, the majority and minority factions of the 
Senate's investigating committee will bring in their re­ 
ports. 
It won’t be like a judge or a jury finding a verdict. 
The reports will not be free from politics. They will be 
written with next year’s election in mind. They will re­ 
flect, not so much the personal judgments of the individ­ 
uals who sign them, as the party judgment dictated by 
past performance and future necessities. 
These hearings have been held under circumstances 
not likely to disclose all the pertinent facts, nor to result 
in an unbiased, impartial decision on them. The Com­ 
mittee has been heavily “packed” with Democrats. The 
Republicans have been strictly in the minority. But the 
Republicans have included some Senators who have 
been rather sympathetic with the New Deal, and the 
Democrats have numbered, some individuals formerly 
connected with the Dixiecrat element, and therefore poten­ 
tially anti-Truman. 
* 
The Southern or Dixiecrat group happens to be the 
group in control of the machinery of Congress, and it will 
largely dictate the language of the majority report of the 
committee in question. 
It will therefore be scrutinized with much eagerness 
to see whether it reveals an implacable attitude against the 
President as still existing in the deep South — or whether 
“party loyalty," patronage, postoffices and such matters 
have softened up the resentful southerners to the point of 
being willing to support the President for re-election next 
year. 
The Republican, anti-Truman or minority report may 
reveal somewhat the same sort of straws-in-the-wind, and 
may contain a tipoff on whether the Republican Senators 
want to see their party conduct a knockdown and dragout 
fight with the Democrats next year, or feel that their best 
chances lie in appeasement and temporizing, br even in 
imitation. 
So much for the language of the two reports. 
Their central content will probably follow obvious 
lines, and for that matter, most likely will be substantially 
the same in both documents. 
Certainly the reports will agree in stating that the 
President had a legal right to fire MacArthur. 
The fact is, of course, that no ohe has ever seriously 
challenged this right. The President is commander-in-chief 
of the armed services under the Constitution, and he can 
fire, demote, shift, or otherwise discipline any commis­ 
sioned officer as he sees fit. 
But that hasn't been the point. The criticism of the 
President's action is that it was hasty, decided upon in 
passion and was the result of connivance by generals and 
by figures in the State Department; that it tossed over­ 
board the one acknowledged expert on Far-East affairs

* n n l l n a r d f r o m C a i r liar 
still in the national picture; that it was a victory for the 
strong pro-Communist faction in our national govern­ 
ment; that firing Mac Arthur didn t answer his criticisms 
that the existing policies can produce o nly a stalemate, 
etc., etc. 
These deal with the question, not of technical or 
legal right, but of moral values. A s a matter of policy, 
should MacArthur have been fired at all, and if he was 
to be dropped, did not the siuation call for som e more 
tactful, less headstrong approach to the problem? 
A good deal of this has barely been touc hed by the 
Committee. As a matter of fact, whole broad questions 
have been skipped over. For exam ple, on tile subject of 
MacArthur^ skill and capacity in dealing with that especi­ 
ally hot potato, the military occupation and administration 
of Japan, there seems to have been not one single word 
of criticism; the question could, and perhaps should, 
there be raised why, if President I ruffian was dissatisfied 
with M acArthur^ conduct in Korea, he could not have 
substituted another general for that assignment, and per- 
mitted MacArthur to go flack to the serious work still 
to be done in Japan. 
T he basic difference between the Republican and 
Democratic reports in this affair probably will lie iii the 
fact that the Republicans will criticize the President 
sharply in these moral fields and pass largely over the 
matter of his legal powers, whereas the Democrats will 
most likely present their vindication of the President’s 
authority to do what he did as though that was the major 
point in the quarrel, and then slap him on the wrist a few 
times in the really important question on whether he 
should have done it. 
M eanwhile it is interesting to note that the Truman if 
Administration has now apparently succeeded iii surviv­ 
ing its second great investigation— the first being that on
